The force of public opinion must be taken
into account as another unfavorable influence
for the Mormon future. Interconrse with
Gentiles has already revealed to many of the
Mormons the fact that their system has no

I;Lt‘npathy outside of their own community, |
that

the civilized world is ngainst them, and
that they are classed with Puriahs and lepers,
They hear flatteries, it is true, {latteries from
politicians, from tradesmen, and from doe-
tors of divinity; bot they are learning that
these flatteries are insincere, and that be-
neath this smooth talk there is real disgust
and averdion. The gracions doctor who
praises them from their platform holds them
up to scorn and horror in the pages of his
book. The leaders know, and the people
feel, that a more positive public opinion is
muassing itself against them in all parts of the
¢ientile world, that there is a rising ory every-
where that this stute of things in Utah must
cease, this tyranny be crushed, even if the
community be broken up in the process,
They know that the impression of nearly all
these tourists who visit them is unfavorable,
thut these tourists are almost ashamed to ex-
cnuse the iniquities which they see, or to plead
in sbatement the good work which has been
wrought by a people so degraded. They ses
that the American people are consenting

that the Mormons shall be called
“whited sepulchres,” and allow the
pbruse as unot a whit too severs. No

one can stay, for a day or two even, in Salt
Lake City, without discovering in the con-
vorsation of prominent Mormons this keen
sense of an adverse public opinion, and with
this an evident wish to make the most favor-
able impression. They are no longer care-
less what the Gentiles think of them, but have
become very sensitive to criticism, They feel
that they are not out of the world, as they
bave been in the years past, but in the world,
and subject to its influences. And they see
that in spite of all that they do, the opinion
of the world is more and more against them,

That the institution of polygamy is weak-
ness to the Mormon community i8 not yet
admitted by the leaders in their public dis-
course. On the eontrary, they pretend to
glory in it, 'We may believe, howaver, from
wany indications, that they are tired of it,
are aware of the trouble it bringd upon them,
und wonld get rid of it if they conld. It is
reported that Brigham Young and some of
its elders are even now seeking a place in
Arizona, or in the farther wilderness, where
they may send such of their people as
hold to polygamy, If it comes to
the alternative, the abandonment of poly-
gamy or the annihilation of the State, the
will let polygamy go—so one of their el-
ders has recently said in a discourse in Chi-
cago. But the custom has existed so long,
and bas been defended by so many argu-
ments, that it eannot be abandoned without
disearding the good sense and the honor of
the teachers who have defended it. To give
it up is to deny what has been preached for
these many years as the special grace of God
to the people, a peculiar blessing and privi-
lege of the saints, part of the revealed will of
the Great Father. Even if polfgmny should
be abolished by a mew revelation, super-
seding all former revelations, it will still
leave its curse in the confusion of family ties
and family rights which will outlast the ons-
tom. Its bli%ht will be felt long after it is
abolished, and the blinded women who now
defend it will monrn as its victims. It is
borne as & cross by many of them now, and
there is probably not a woman in the Terri-
tory whose heart is really reconciled to it, or
who would not be glad to be the single wife
of her husband. éven if Mr, Cullom’s bill
shonld be enforced as law, and all plurality of
wives be treated as comcubinage, the evil
fruits of the system will not cease to show
themselves, and the Church will suffer from
the falsehood which it so long supported.

A correspondent of the New York ZVmex
writes as follows from Florence:—

I have not for some time spoken of the |

changes and improvements which have for
soveral years been g-::ningi:l on and working n

real transformation in the general aspect of
‘lorence. Five orsix years ago a company
of foreign capitalists made a contract with
the municipal authority to execute work of
various kinds, such as laying out new strosts
and erecting buildings, and doing what is to
contxibute much to the convenience and
ornament of the city, I think a period of
not less than five and twenty years
was allowed for the full execution of all the
work laid out. One of the first things to be
done was to throw down the old walls, which
were originally built to serve both for defense
and for the collection of the Octroi daties,
upon which most Continental eities dopend
for the payment of their looal expenses, The
walls of Florence, of various epochs, were
built with the solidity which excites our admi-
ration for #o much of the construction of the
old time; bnt for defense these works would
be found a frail barrier to the destrnetive
mili engines invented in our dsy. For
more one half of the clrenit the walls of
Florence have utterly disappesred, They had
historio sssociations, and with their frequent
low towers were piocturesque, and had an
interest almost dear to those who had for
many years walked in their shadows., They
screened from the winter winds, or shut ont
with their cool vail the hot sunshine of snm-
wer. By good fortune only those on the side
of the aity built on the plain are disturbed,
while those more ancient, with their towers
and rich brown tints, which follow the Hill of
Boboli, will remain, Except the curious old

ateways, nothing i left to mark the line of
ﬁw walls destroyed. The boulevards, laid
out on their site, as broad and irregular in
their cirouit as those of Paris, will, however,
always serve to indicate where they stood.
Alang the pew avenues, n Eood many large,
bandsome structures hayve completed in

'in'es of time.
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the past two yoars, and others are rising.
'They have the broad openings and ample
height of stories which belong to Italian
copstruetion more than to  the build-
ings in colder northern countries. The
walls have an nlmost castellated solidity, fit
to stand until the pick of the workmen of five
or ten centuries hence shall split them to
ieces, There is a good deal yel to be done,
‘mt porhaps in no city have the houses and

e ——

shops been more improved than have those of
Florence in the past three years. The old
pnvement of the streets, certainly good enough
for uny city, has been removed, and the rond-
ways have the smooth nuiformity of sidewalks
of cut gtone, Whoever wishos to ses the last

trace of the fine old Etrusean ﬁm\'emvnt munst |
a,

come soon. The royul road, winding for
thres miles over the hills on the south side
of the city, upon which work has been in

progresg for thres yems, will be ocom-
pleted this senson throngh its whole
length, From this extended terrace,

or shelf, a dozen of the finest views of Flor-
ence, ¢noh viarying from the other, m iy ba
had. At different elavations several rasts or
londings are spread ont into broad squares, a
name pdopted from our language for the new
breathing-places, the most of whioch happen-
ing, by a nol vory unhappy contrariety, to be
round., On the height of San Micciato, with
n great amount of excavating and walling,
and the sweeping away of old struclures, a
vast baleony, spread out over four or five
acres, has been formed, The banging gar-
dens of DBabylon were in our childhood
objects of curiosity to the imagination, prin-
cipally on aceonnt of the difficulty of con-
ceiving of any solid object above to which

FRANCE.

The Pleblscltum and lts Hlistory.
e the Liverpool Journal, April 13,

The Emperor of the French is abont once
more to appeal to wniversalsuffrage, In 1548,
in 1851, and in 1852 twice, universal suffrage
has served Louis Napoleon. IHe is going to
try it yet a fifth time, Article thirty-two of
the Constitution of the 14th of January, 1852,
which, with the modifieations of various
Menatus Consulta, is the present Constitution
of France, runs as follows:—“All modifica-
tions in the fundamental bases of the Consti-
tution, sach as they were laid down in the
proclamation of the 2d of December (1451),
and adopted by the French people, shall be
submitted to universal suffrage.” This ap-
peal to universal suffrage is known
m France a8 a plebiscite, from the
Latin componnd word glelis-softum or
plebiscituwim — a law made by the common
consent of the people, without the intarven-
tion of the Senate or the legislative power.
The article referred to occurs in chapter four
of the Constitution, limiting and delining the
powers of the Senate, by which the espe-
cinl guardianship of the Constitution is com-
{ mitted to that body. Article twenty-seven,
for instance, says that the Senate regulates
by a Senatus Uesnsultum *‘all that bas not
been provided b{ the Constitution, and which
is necessary for its mareh,” and *‘the sense of
| the articles of the Constitution which give
rise to different interpretations.”

The fondness of the Emperor for the ple-
bigoite may be very easily acconnted for.

completion of the constitution which the
Girondists had begun, seid to be the handi-
work of Condorcet, This constitution, which
was filled up with a rapidity that contrasted
with the slowness of

the Girondists in elabo- |

rating constitutions, regulated the nnmber of |
representalives in the National Convention, |

ordered annual elections and established trial
by jury. This constitution was submitted te
i ;Jje-.'u'n'{(r, aud approved by 1,801,918 ngainst
11,010 votes. The ardor of the convention in
constitution lmildingwm,howowr, greater than
its desire to put the constitution into effect.
The constitution, so approved, wan in fact
never acled upon. Two years afterwards,
subsequent to the 'death of Robespiorre
and the downfall of the Jacobing, the Na-
tional Convention ngain applied itself to Con-
stitution making. It employed upon the work
thut experienced hand Abbe Bteyes, with
Osmbeceres and others; and on the 24 of
June, 1705, there was sabmitted by Bussy
D'Anglas o bran new Constitution, This Oon-

stitution ereated two chambers—the Connell of |

Ancients (250) and the Council of the Five
Hundred, who in their tumn elected five per.
gons ealled the Executive Directory, known
asthe French Dirootory. This Constitation also
was submitted to a plebisnite, and approved by
1,067,880 votes agninst 49,057,
nate than the constitution of 1708, it did
work. It endured for four yegrs—till the
fumwons eighteenth Brumaire whith brought
on the scene Napoleon Bonaparte, whe made

23) againat 040,737 negative votes, In 1852
the present coopstitution was ratified by
7,470,481 votes to 641,351, In Dacember of
the same yonr a  plebiseite ratifled
the Senatus Consultim establishing the
empire . by 825,180 voles  against

208,146, We ean hardly wonder fhint the
Eniperor 18 ennmored of the plan which has
done go mnueh for him, and that he will make
a struggle to retain the power to rasort to it
when necessary. A vetry considerable party
in the Charabers i4 bent on destroying this
power of the Emperor to keep himself ontaide
of the Constitution. If the FEmperor is
equelly determined to rotain it France has
just entered upon a constitational stroggle
